PEACE NEGOTIATIONS 


Americans Hand the Span­ 
iards Their Final Proposi­ 
tion to Consider. 


TENDER OF $20,(IOO,OOO

Baris, N ot. 23.—Th** United States 
pp»ro corninisfsicwieni have undoubtedly j 
inaile their final proposition here. When ! 
the conference opened y«xterday after- J 
noon Judge Day, addressing Senor Mon- 
tero Rim and his TOlhwgues of the Span­ 
ish commission, recurred to the pro- I 
traded negotiations ami reaffirmed the 
desire of the American couuuiMdooera 
to reach an amicable conclusion. Then 
handing the American presentation to 
the interpreter, Judge Day concluded 
hut remarks by saying that the Ameri- 
lans, preferring not to break the armis­ 
tice iw to renam e hostilities, had de­ 
term in'd to present another and final 
proportion, which he hoped would bad 
to a speedy aud amicable adjustment. 
That portion of the* presentation net­ 
ting forth the* new proposal that the 
United Slates mast have possession of 
the entire Philippine arvhifielagn with a 
tender of $30,000,000 for a treaty cps* ion 
of the islands was then feat. 
Without 
betraying their mental 
attitude the 
$paitiah commissioners suggested an ad­ 
journment until tomorrow. 
The new* proposition, with its collat- 
orals, was crab* shed toward the end erf 
the 
American 
memorandum, which 
filltd 30 tv]* written shot ta. Only this 
part was is lid iii the joint session, the 
memorandum I* lug then delivered to 
the Sjam ards for translation by their 
own staff. 
In the event of cession Spain may en­ 
joy for a term ai lit ye ani rights of com­ 
mem* in the Hi iii pj lines equal to tho*# 
of the United States, 
If the United 
State s acquire the island* by conquest 
Spain may mg enjoy such rights. 
Tin* Spaniards, doubtless, do mg know 
whi t lo r they will ar*vpt or reject tho 
American terms 
They an- telegraph* 
lug the substance of the 
American 
momommlum to Madrid arid they ex­ 
pect to n ply at tomorrow’ 
in*-et mg. 
Possibly th* y may conehide tliat be­ 
cause one money offer is maile, another 
offer may follow pr» --im- u]*>n the 
Amen* an et mmi-si*mer*. 
But if this I*** their expectation, it will 
not be oaliftcl. 
The American terms, 
submitted almost at the close of the 
eight weeks of patient h<wring and 
painstaking argument, are a practical 
ultimatum.

Uniti’d States government woald have 
saved the $20,000,000 which it ha* been 
willing to allow to Spain on account of 
the islands, and, further, this is no 
small consideration, the administration 
would avoid dragging the whole policy 
of the war, at least so far as it turns on 
the Philippin«-s, into congress, for there 
would b t no treaty to submit to the sen­ 
ate to excite discussion and arouse an­ 
tagonism. 
There have been signs of opposition 
lo the payment to Spain even of the 
small amount of money which is felt to 
be demanded by considerations of exact 
justle** and international practice, and 
that ojqxtsition might have jeopardized 
the ratification of the treaty of p* ace. 
But of course if there is no treaty, that 
danger will be avoided and meanwhile 
the government rail take time to deliber­ 
ate upon the line of policy it is deemed 
b«-*t to applv to the government of the 
colonies ana determine just what dispo­ 
sition should be made of all of them.

Throughout diplomatic quarters the 
view prevailed that Montero Ri«*s spoke 
for the coutinis-ion aud for S;*iiu, and 
that the only interpretation to be pat 
upon hi- oour-“ wa- that Spain deter­ 
mined to break off tin1 negotiations, tak­ 
ing the chances of a renewal of war. By 
such a coarse, it wa* pointed oar, Spain 
could lose little mitre than she was los­ 
ing by the course of the peace negotia­ 
tions, a* Cuba and Porto Rico already 
had l**en lost. the Philippines ware de­ 
manded, and the balk of the colonial 
debt* wa* left for Spain to liquidate, 
while -h*‘ doubtless continued in the 
hop.* tim! soul* of the foreign powers 
would come to hor relief, in which Spain 
would be disappointed.

W illia m P e n n 's In d tn n T ra ct S till 
P r r n e r r r d In P h ila d e lp h ia * 
Philadelphia contains one relic of the 
days of William Penn which is un­ 
known to most inhabitants of the Quak­ 
er City. It is a small portion of ground 
which” still retains by virtue of a pro­ 
vision in tho charter its original charac­ 
ter. 
Right in the henrt of the business 
section of toe city it lies, the only place 
for miles around that bears no foot­ 
prints of the march of progress and com­ 
merce, the only building lot in the city 
which has never been near the bands of 
a real estate agent. 
Yon have but to go down W alnut 
street to Second, turn up Second until 
yon conte to a little iron gate on the 
east side of th© street, swing it back and 
enter and yon stand within the Indian 
reservation. 
In the days when Philadelphia used 
to bo the metropolis of the red men, aud 
they came by various trails across the 
country aud down th© Delaware to hold 
council there, it grew necessary for them 
to have some appointed spot for ttn ir 
conclaves. W illiam Penn dedicated this 
reservation to them as a trysting place 
and provided that it should be sacred to 
their use forever. 
It is a foreign enough place now, 
shut in as it is by high buildings on 
nearly every side. Tho old Union Tele­ 
graph office confronts it on one side, a 
wholesale liquor dealer’s store backs up 
against it on another, and a high board 
fence chokes -off the last hope of any 
outlook from the place. 
There is no mark to tell of its original 
use or to stamp it as ono of the curiosi­ 
ties of th© day. 
One’s only solace for 
his grievance is to imagine that the 
stealthy tread of moccasined feet is still 
echoing there and that the Btrango 
words of the redskin’s tongue have left 
some spell upon the place. 
In size it is a poor comment upon 
Penn’s generosity, for it scarcely affords 
room sufficient to turn a wagon and a 
pair of horses. 
Perhaps because of its 
microscopic dimensions there has never 
been any attem pt to encroach npou the 
rights of the old reservation. 
For more than a century it has stood 
in its native state iu the midst of the 
great city, a relic of a pathetic past, an 
heirloom for owners who will never 
reclaim it.— New York Herald.
